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City gives Teamsters final offer

If Teamsters Local 214 and the 
City of Romulus ever reach an 
agreement on a contract, it will 
have to be without the services of 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry. 

Raspberry yesterday said that he 
would no longer serve as council’s 
representative to the negotiations 
“because I found it fruitless.” 

The Teamsters have been trying 
to iron out a contract with the city 
for the past two years. They have 
agreed upon provisions offered by a 


state mediator for resolving the im- 
passe, however, it now appears that 
the city doesn’t want to abide by the 
term of the mediator’s fact finder’s 
report. 

Council voted two weeks ago to 
ask Raspberry to represent it in the 
negotiations. He told The Romulus 
Roman last week he feels that it 
would serve no purpose to continue 
playing that role. 

Raspberry said his first step was 
to ask the finance and personnel 


directors to meet with him and dis- 
cuss what position the city was in 
financially and how many em- 
ployees would be affected by the 
contract. The three met for three 
hours at the City Hall and Raspber- 
ry came to the conclusion that the 
city could agree to the terms of the 
Fact Finder’s report. 

He pointed out that he was willing 
to recommend that the city offer 25 
cents across-the-board raises in the 
first and second year of the contract 


and urge for a “salary freeze” in 
the third year of the contract. 
Although the package would cost 
the city approximately $109,000, 
Raspberry said that there were 
monies “available because we 
didn’t fill personnel vacancies when 
people quit and also had in the 
budget $86,000. 

“I felt there would be no strain in 
the city’s present operations or its 
economic picture,’’ Raspberry con- 
tinued, “We were to meet with the 


mayor and see what he had to offer. 
We wanted to know if he had any 
objections and if he didn’t, then we 
would take it to the council.” 

“We had everything program- 
med and we were right down to en- 
ding this, ’ ’ Raspberry said , then the 
mayor came up at the last meeting 
and offered the employees a 30 
cents per year for two years plus a 
$300 bonus, I felt that he had made 
his move, so the ball is in their (the 
union’s) court.”

Refuse to fund it 


Commissioners kill ‘test probe’ 


By a vote of 12-3 with eight absten- 
tions. the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has denied funding 
for a committee formed to investi- 
gate alleged irregularities in the 
County Civil Service system, there- 
by causing resignation of one of the 
committee co-chairmen. 

The board last week voted 
against a proposed $6000 appropria- 
tion for providing tapes and trans- 
cripts from a separate investiga- 
tion already underway by the Civil 
Service Commission itself. Accord- 
ing to the defeated proposal, funds 
for the Board’s committee inves- 
tigation would have been taken 
from the Civil Service budget. 

Committee Co-chairman Arthur 
M. Carter resigned from the com- 
mittee immediately following the 
vote. With a majority of 14 votes 
needed to approve the proposal. 
Carter said, “In light of this, it is 
clear that the Board is not serious 
about conducting this investiga- 
tion.” 

Although Civil Service has been 
conducting its own investigation 
since November when claims of 
favoritism for an employee in the 
Dept, of Public Works first arose, 
some commissioners feel that an in- 
dependent investigation is needed 
nevertheless. 

If you ask Civil Service to in- 
vestigate its own department, 
that’s like asking a bank robber to 
investigate the bank he just rob- 
bed,” said Commissioner George 
F Killeen. Killeen is the remaining 
co-chairman of the Board’s investi- 
gating committee. 

In the irregularities charged by 
the American Federation of State. 
City and Municipal Employees, 
purportedly a privileged employee 
had access to the test for a $19,000 
Wastewater Specialist job about a 
week before it was officially admi- 


nistered. 

Paul G. Citkowski, another mem- 
ber of the committee and one of the 
two who voted against the approp- 
riation, said he thought it “improp- 
er and inappropriate to bill an indi- 
vidual, department or organization 
for an investigation beforee the in- 
vestigation is completed,” Citkows- 
ki said further : 

“This would give us the appear- 
ance of predeterminging guilt. In- 
stead, we should fund the investiga- 
tion from Board funds, and if we are 
able to substantiate any wrongs 
only then should we bill the cost of 
the investigation to the guilty par- 


ties.” 

Among other matters considered 
at the meeting, the Board referred 
to its General Government Com- 
mittee a proposal instructing the 
County Office of Corporation Coun- 
sel to take legal action voiding a six- 
year contract between the County 
Road Commission and the newly- 
formed Association of Road Com- 
mission Administrators, the top 
management echelon of the Road 
Commission staff. 

Killeen, the sponsor of that re- 
solution, is also party in a lawsuit 
dismissed from Circuit Court last 
week which sought to void the con- 
tract and dismantle the association 


Panel suggests 
pay hikes for 3 

top city officials 

The Romulus Officers’ Compensation Commission has recom- 
mended that the mayor, city clerk and treasurer receive salary 
hikes, according to their report. 

The report states that the commission will recommend , based on 
the new data offered by the Michigan Municipal League, that the 
mayor’s salary be raised to $27,000 as of January 1, 1981 and that 
salary be further increased to $28,350 for the second year, effective 
January 1, 1983. 


A? ay or William Oakley’s present 
salary is $22,680, and the pay raise 
was recommended by member 
commissions to bring salaries in 
line... “with the different cities 
compatible with Romulus and the 
salaries paid in those cities. 

“Averages were compared with 
the current salaries paid to the 
elected officials and it was found 
that Romulus was below average in 
salaries paid to the Mayor, Clerk 
and Treasurer.” 

The commission then went on to 
recommend that both the City Clerk 
and the City Treasurer be paid 
$20,500, effective Jan. 1, 1982 and 
that that figure be increased to 
$21,500 for the second year, effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1983. 

However, members of the city 
council and the mayor pro tern will 
remain at their present rates, the 
compensation commission report 
stated. It would not recommend 
increases for those elected offices 
at this time. 

Although the Compensation Com- 
mission may make recommenda- 
tions, it will be up to the members of 
council, however, to approve the re- 
commendation. 

Council make chose to reject the 
commissioners’ report and hold the 
salary levels at what they are pre- 
sently. 

The mayor is presently making 
$22,680, while the city treasurer and 
city clerk each earn $18,317. Council 
members are paid $3,600 each per 
year, while the mayor pro tern is 
awarded $4,100 for her services.

Goodbye 210 

SEMTA 
cuts city 
services 


Has the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation. Authority res- 
cinded its decision to stop servicing 
the city of Romulus? 

It appears so. 

Earlier this month SEMTA offi- 
cials announced that they would 
stop bus service to the city and eli- 
minate several lines because of 
drastic financial cutbacks. 

However, Gary W Krause, 
acting general manager of SEMTA, 
in a written statement to Mayor 
William Oakley, said that SEMTA 
would provide some local service. 

“I sympathize with your con- 
cerns about the adverse impact on 
Romulus residents from the prop- 
osed elimination of Route 210,” 
Krause wrote. “You may be in- 
terested in knowing that under our 
current service modification plan, 
SEMTA Route 809 - the Michigan 
Avenue Park and Ride — which now 
begins at Metro Place Mall in 
Wayne will be extended to Romulus 
to serve many of the passengers 
who presently use Route 210 ” 

Krause stressed that SEMTA’s 
problems stem from lack of funding 
and that the entire public transit 
services in this region is in 
jeopardy. 

“SEMTA is having severe finan- 
cial difficulties, difficulties which 
could lead to an approximately $40 
million short fall next year.” 
Krause continued 

“With our federal funding being 
phased out in two years and our loc- 
al funding in jeopardy of being dis- 
continued. it appears that our only 
hope for maintaining service near 
current levels — and certainly our 
only hope for service near current 
expansion — is to find a new source 
of revenue ” 

Krause concluded by saying that 
“without a new source of funding, 
all public transit services in this re- 
gion face the threat of massive cut- 
backs over the next few' years. We 
are obviously trying very hard to 
avert this situation and are very 
much devising alternatives funding 
strategies to pursue We would like 
very much to discuss this issue with

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County reapportionment comes under attack 

Proposed ‘ Holley Plan ’ unfair to suburbs, critic says

Tom Stillings suspects he’s 
being robbed. 

He also thinks his neighbors in 
Canton and throughout Western 
Wayne County are being victi- 
mized — and he’s not too happy 
about the situation. 

What’s being taken from Still- 
ings, he claims, is his right to 
participate in local government 
— in particular, the effective- 
ness of his vote is being under- 
mined and he intends to let peo- 
ple know what happened. 

Stillings, 34, had long been 
aware of problems with the 
apportionment of voting districts 
in Wayne County. When the re- 
cent census figures indicated 
that reapportionment was in 
order, he decided to take some 
action. 

“If the voters were thrilled 
with our existing county 
bureaucrats, we wouldn’t have 


needed a new charter,” Stillings 
noted In an effort, he said, to 
participate and to attempt to aid 
out-county residents from per- 
sonal experience, Stillings began 
work on a reapportionment plan 
for local districts which would, 
he hoped, satisfy the criteria set 
forth by state and protect the vot- 
ing rights and area concerns of 
neighborhoods within the dis- 
tricts. 

He worked more than 100 hours 
to that end on the physical prepa- 
ration of a districting plan which 
would allow local districts to re- 
main just that — local. He 
scoured country records for 
necessary information and en- 
listed the aid of several of his 
friends to help him locate neces- 
sary data. He really only tried, 
he said, to be fair to everyone. 

“My plan was more fair in that 
it considers all the state criteria 
and basically presents the con- 
cept of public institutions and 
goals in common. I just feel that 
wherever possible. Deople should 


be allowed to voice their opinions 
on the issues through a common 
government representative,” 
Stillings said. 

With the plan the county 
adopted, that doesn’t happen, he 
contends. 

According to published dead- 
lines from the office of County 
Clerk James Killeen, the com- 
mission working on the 
reapportionment would accept 
plans until Jan 12. Stillings 
claimed he worked feverishly to 
complete his reapportionment 
plan before that time, but that he 
could not present it personally to 
Killeen as his business schedule 
required him to be out of state on 
the deadline date. 

He sent an emissary to deliver 
his plan to the county clerk in 
person — but his hours of effort, 
planning, counting, districting 
and redistricting were in vain. 

Killeen, claims Stillings, 
wouldn’t even accept his plan for 
consideration, offering no ex- 
cuse. only a flat refusal. 


Senator Faust says report 
doubts Project Elf’s safety 


Doubts about the viability and 
safety of the U.S. Navy’s proposed 
Project ELF, to be built in Michi- 
gan’s Upper Peninsula, are raised 
in an independent scientific report 
released today by Senate Majority 
Leader William Faust (D- 
Westland). 

“This report, compiled by the 
Legislative Office of Science Advi- 
sor (LOSA) , expresses concerns ab- 
out Project ELF that parallel my 
own,” Faust said. “Those concerns 
are: Is Prjject ELF needed? If it is 
built, will it work? And what effects 
will the project have on human 
health and the environment?” 

Project ELF is an extremely low 
frequency transmitter and antenna 
system which the U.S. Navy wants 
to build in Michigan’s Upper Penin- 
sula to permit communication with 
submerged submarines. The major 
conclusions of the LOSA study re- 
garding Project ELF are: 

o The actual performance of Pro- 
ject ELF cannot be precisely pre- 
dicted for a number of reasons. 
These include a lack of knowledge 
of the geologic rock formations in 
the Upper Peninsula which could 
cause disturbances in Project 
ELF’s antenna system, and fluc- 
tuating atmospheric and ionospher- 
ic conditions which could affect 
Project ELF’s signal strength. The 
Yeport also states that Project 
ELF’s radio signal could be jam- 
med or interfered with by an enemy 
committed to that purpose. 

o While slight though unharmful 
effects of extremely low frequency 
radiation on rhesus monkeys have 
been demonstrated, there is a 


scarcity of data on the biological 
effects of very long-term exposure 
to extremely low frequency radia- 
tion. The report also cites a study 
that may be relevant to possible 
biological effects of extremely low 
frequency radiation. The study sug- 
gests that children in Colorado liv- 
ing near high-current power lines 
may have a two to three times high- 
er probability of contracting leuke- 
mia than do children living in areas 
of low-current power lines. 

o Project ELF could be located 
elsewhere than Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula, and even may be un- 
necessary. 

The report states that the prop- 
osed Project ELF system is con- 
siderably different in size and de- 
sign from previous U.S. Navy prop- 
osals, and “given ^he altered re- 
quirements, it is apparent that 
other locations could be recohsi- 
dered.” One of those locations 
would be an existing antenna facil- 
ity in Wisconsin, which the report 
suggests would be a “more cost- 
effective and quickly constructed 
alternative” to the Michigan Pro- 
ject ELF site. 

As for the need for Project ELF, 
the report says a new blue-green 

laser system could provide a simi- 
lar submarine communications 
link by the 1990s and possibly soon- 
er. Under the proposed schedule, 
Michigan’s Project ELF would not 
be fully operational until at least 
1987. 

If plans for building Project ELF 
in Michigan proceed, the report re- 
commends that: 

o An independent committee of 


experts be appointed to monitor 
construction and operation of the 
system. 

o A 1977 commitment by the U.S. 
Navy to the State of Michigan to 
shutdown Project ELF if harmful 
biological effects are discovered 
should be extended to cover all 
other negative effects unforeseen at 
this time. 

“The questions and doubts raised 
by this report, plus the fact that an 
average of 82 percent of Upper 
Peninsula residents surveyed in 
1975 and 1976 opposed this kind of 
project, reinforce my belief that 
Project ELF should not be permit- 
ted to be constructed in Michigan,” 
Faust said. Faust added that public 
opposition to Project ELF re- 
mained overwhelmingly high at a 
public hearing conducted in Mar- 
quette last November by the Senate 
Administration and Rules Com- 
mittee. 

Faust said he has forwarded a 
copy of the LOSA report to Gov- 
ernor Milliken, antf urges the 'gov- 
ernor to play an active role in the 
decision-making process regarding 
ELF. The governor has previously 
stated that he is waiting for recom- 
mendations from the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) and 
the Michigan Environmental Re- 
view Board (MERB) before taking 
a position on ELF. 

Faust will also testify regarding 
Project ELF at a meeting of the 
MERB on Monday, February 22. 

* The meeting will begin at 9:30 a m. 
in the Manty Conference Room of 
the Department of Public Health, 
3500 North Logan, Lansing. 


“The Wayne County Appor- 
tionment Commission was 
formed under guidelines which 
required the solicitation of public 
input 

“Killeen refused to even pre- 
sent my plan to the commission 
and that to me is the worst of all 
possible situations because one 
individual is dictating who is 
going to participate in the politic- 
al process,” Stillings said 

“I'm a voter, a taxpayer and a 
citizen of Wayne County and I’m 
entitled to present my plan to 
that commission. Even if my 
plan had been presented and re- 
jected, that’s what I’m entitled 
to,” he added. 

Stillings is equally angry about 
the plan that the commission 
adopted on the same day his 
efforts were rejected. “They 
actually went ahead and adopted 
this Holley plan on the very day 
they had prescribed as the dead- 
. line for public input.” 

And Stillings has some strong 
words for the plan the commis- 
sion has adopted — none of them 
favorable. “The Holley plan 
fragments local city groups and 
removes the ability for neighbor- 
hood concerns to be presented to 
one common government repre- 
sentative. In case of Western 
Wayne County, nobody will be 
able to go to the County Commis- 
sioner as a representative of a 
clear majority of opinion. We 
have now been divided into 
small, splintered groups and this 
plan effectively removes the 
political power of local residents. 
What it does is steal their vote, 
we no longer have the one man 
one vote concept,” Stillings said. 

“Maybe Mr. Holley is not 
familiar with the out-county 
area. I consider his plan to be a 
catastrophe for this area. It may 
be excellent for Detroit, howev- 
er,” Stillings added. 

And on that subject. Stillings is 
ready to make some strong 
charges about the methods used 
and the interests served with the 
adoption of the Holley plan. 

“In my opinion, there are ex- 
isting commissioners who’s vot- 
ing districts are being preserved 
byithe gerrymandering (unusual 
division of voters ) that went on — 
Mr. Killeen’s brother is a county 
commissioner, I believe,” Still- 
ings claimed. 

“I suspect that they have pre- 
setted a voting block to benefit 
the City of Detroit at the expense 
of the rest of the county,” he 
added, although he admits that 
even his plan gives the bulk of 
commission seats to districts 
that are part of Detroit. 

“The importance of this 
reapportionment is that with the 
new county charter this will cre- 
ate an executive body that will 
control all operations of the coun- 
ty including the road commis- 
sion . By allowing this kind of jug- 
gling, we’ve given up control un- 
til the next reapportionment 
which will be at the next census. 


maybe 10 years from now. 

“We are allowing someone 
else to control our destiny until 
that tijne,” Stillings said. 

The steelbroker believes that 
the whole issue of reapportion- 
ment got very little publicity and 
that while Detroit presented a 
plan, and the Democrats and Re- 
publicans each were judicious in 
presenting their views, “nobody 
wanted to find out what the tax- 
payers wanted.” j 

“The issue is — I was denied 
input into the plan. I got mad and 
I started writing letters. I don’t 
know what to do. other than let 
everybody who pays taxes and 
votes know how civil servants 


react to someone who tries to 
participate in the government 

“I would hope Attorney Gener- 
al Frank Kelley would pay some 
attention and look into the mat- 
ter,” Stillings added. 

“Maybe if this gets some atten- 
tion the state legislature will 
rethink the reapportionment 
process and change the composi- 
tion of the reapportionment com- 
mission to eliminate the bias of 
political parties and people 
already entrenched in the ex- 
isting structure,” Stillings con- 
cluded.

Carbon monoxide poisoning victims 


Young area couple reported 


in ‘critical condition’ 


A young area couple were reported in critical 
condition at University of Michigan Hospital 
where they were rushed last Wednesday by Bel- 
leville rescue units after they were discovered 
inside their car parked in a closed garage. 

Sgt. Willard Docktar of the Belleville police 
department said that the young man and 
woman, both 24, are the apparent victims of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Sgt. Docktar said that two police officers, 
Robert Dawson, and Richard Wall, may have 
saved the victims’ lives by applying lifesaving 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation until help ar- 
rived. 

The man was taken to Wavne Countv General 
Hospital, then rushed to U of M Hospital for 


treatment in a hypoerberic chamber . The cham- 
ber helps pump out the monoxide poisoning in 
the body. 

The young lady is on a life-support system and 
is also in critical condition. 

Doctors at the hospital refused to further com- 
ment on their patients’ ordeals. 

“Without the extensive rescue work that our 
officers had applied,” Sgt. Docktar said, “these 
two would have been in a lot worse shape It’s 
everyone’s opinion that these two would have 
died if it were not for the efforts of our off cers . ’ ’ 

Sgt. Docktar said that the two were inside the 
J & J Gulf gas station on Main Street The gas 
station is owned by the young man’s father.

'Kill him!*’ 

The two armed bandits had handcuf- 
fed their victim and laid him on the floor 
behind the oash register to await his 
fate One qiiick pull of the trigger 
seemed the best way to cover their iden- 
tities. 

“Please don’t kill me.” pleaded the 
party store owner to the unmasked 
thieves, a cold handgun pressed against 
his face. “I have three children, and I 
want to see them grow up. You have the 
money, isn’t that enough? 

It was 10:30a.m . Dec 3, 1981 But for 
Samir Salah, it might as well have been 
yesterday. 

Salah. known simply as “Sam” by his 
customers at Dave’s Party Store in 
Wayne, has never fully recovered from 
that ordeal, even though he somehow 
escaped with his life. The feelings of 
fear, helplessness and yes, anger too, 
persist. 

“I’ve been a grocer 24 years, and the 
thought of being held up had crossed my 
mind,” Sam admitted last week. “The 
side effects are worse than I ever im- 
agined. Being treated like a dog and 
seeing how life means nothing to some . 

. well, the whole thing has affected me 
mentally. 

“Whenever I watch TV and a scene 
comes on that involves guns, I am terri- 
fied, “ he added “It shocks the hell out of 


me And then there are the nightmares . 

1 1 

To date the Wayne Police Department 
has not apprehended the two thugs who 
changed Sam’s life. Also unresolved is 
the Jan 3 shooting of an employee of the 
Dali Market in Wayne, according to 
Public Safety Director Hay LeCornu 

These incidents have caused Sam 
along with a number of party store and 
local Class C liquor license holders to 
re-evaluate their safety and suggest 
programs that could offer some protec- 
tion. 

Sam's proposal 7 A Secret Witness 
Program that would provide monetary- 
rewards for information leading to the 
arrest of criminals who burglarize or 
attack Wayne merchants. 

Last month various Wayne business- 
men discussed with LeCornu ways to de- 
ter and solve crimes of armed robbery 
and violence. The Wayne City Council 
and LeCornu then agreed to meet with 
all Wayne merchants to explore the pos- 
sibility of establishing a locally based 
Secret Witness format (no date has yet 
been set for such a session) 

“Any person under the gun loses con- 
trol of his mind and memory,” Sam 
claimed. People must work together 
with the police to help those who need 
help I have no grudge against the men 
who robbed me. There are a lot of des- 
perate people out there — society pushes 
them to crime in many cases. 


The options, he fears, are less than 
pleasant. 

“As a last resort I could surround my- 
self with glass and work out of a cage, ?y 
declared the 44-year-old grocer. “But 
who wants it to come to that? I did not 
come here from the Christian city of 
Ramallah in 1957 to die because of a gurt 
I love this country and the beautififl 
citizens of this community but we must 
not wait until someone is killed. 

‘ ‘A merchant should be psychological- 
ly happy because the community is his 
family. If the business people are afraid 
or must work out of glassed cages, that 
reflects on the community. Real estate 
values decrease when people feel it may 
be unsafe to move in.“ 

In addition to Secret Witness aid, the 
veteran Wayne businessman — he’s 
operated Dave’s Party Store on Wayne 
Road for over 15 years — favors strict 
control of handguns, especially follow- 
ing his unforgettable experience last 
December. 

“That Thursday morning my prayers 
were answered," he recalled. “Life was 
given by God to be taken only by God . . . 
not handguns.”

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Court halts redistricting implementation 


A three-judge panel of the State 
Court of Appeals has ordered the 
Wayne County Apportionment 
Commission to submit plans, mi- 
nutes, census data and justification 
for its carving up of a number of 
out-county communities, by Feb. 
26, as the result of two petitions filed 
last week by the cities of Dearborn, 
Dearborn Heights and Westland 
This temporarily halts imple- 
mentation of the so-called Holley 
Redistricting Plan, approved by the 


Apportionment Commissioners 
January 12th, until the Appeals 
Court's three-judge panel has had 
an opportunity to review the cases 
and reach an opinion, a court 
spokesman explained. 

“Of 26 reapportionment petitions 
filed," the spokesman added, “only 
two — Delta and Jackson Counties 
— have been completed and both 
ordered their respective Apportion- 
ment Commissions to redo their 
plans. Because of the circumst- 


ances. “ the spokesman continued, 
“it is expected Wayne County’s re- 
view will go before the panel as 
quickly as possible following the 
submission of information Febru- 
ary 26th.” 

the three Appeals Court judges, 
Robert Danhof, Glenn Allen and 
Michael Cavanagh, in their order of 
Feb. 16, have required the five 
Apportionment Commissioners to 
submit information concerning 
four issues : 


(1) — Justification of all popula- 
tion variances from equality, no 
matter how small, in each district 
of the adopted plan. 

(2) — A complete set of census 
material as provided to the Appor- 
tionment Commission by the 
Secretary of State’s office. 

(3) — A complete set of minutes of 
all meetings of the Commission 
together with a copy of the plan 
adopted as well as copies of all other 
plans submitted for consideration

(4) — A written reply to any addi- 
tional issues in the petitions for re- 
view. 

Mayor John B. O’Reilly of Dear- 
born filed the first petition with the 
Appears Court February 11 fol- 
lowed by a joint petition submitted 
by Justine Barnes, City of Westland 
Councilwoman ; and Donald 
Bishop, Mayor of Dearborn 
Heights. 

Wayne County Commissioners 
William Runco (Dearborn/Dear- 
born Heights) and Kay Beard, rep- 
resenting parts of Dearborn 
Heights and Inkster, pressed their 
communities for court action soon 
after announcement of the Holley 


plan acceptance, asserting that the 
plan unfairly divided their com- 
munities.

While the restaurant is indeed old. founded in 1865, its dis- 
tinguished patrons prove it has not forgotten the original 4- 
star touches that made it a superstar of American res- 
taurants. 

Why not start your own tradition by treating your family as 
VIPs? A Bookbinder ’s-style feast could include a pickled her- 
ring or crabmeat cocktail appetizer, potato-cod casserole, 
fresh buttered vegetables and a choice of melon (in season) or 
ice cream. 

The casserole, which is ideal for Ash Wednesday or other 
Lenten dinners, combines the best of two traditions : Bookbin- 
der’s care with cod and Ore-Ida’s finesse with frozen potatoes. 

Potato-Cod Casserole 

Vi lb. salt cod 

1 lb. (*/* package) frozen small whole potatoes 
1 cup sour cream 
Vi cup water 
Vt cup chopped chives 


Va cup chopped parsley 

2 cloves garlic, crushed 

1 teaspoon pepper 

Vi cup grated Parmesan cheese (divided) 

3 tablespoons dry bread crumbs 

2 tablespoons melted butter 

Soak cod in enough cold water to cover for 6 to 8 hours or 
overnight . Rinse well and drain . Poach fish in a suacepan with 
enough water to cover; simmer, covered, until fish flakes 
easily — about 15 minutes. Meanwhile, cook potatoes in a 
separate pan with enough salted, boiling water to cover. Sim- 
mer, covered, until potatoes are just barely tender — about 15 
minutes. 

Drain fish. Flake with a fork. Drain potatoes and cool. Stir 
sour cream, adding l / 2 cup water slowly. Stir in chives, pars- 
ley , garlic and pepper . Add half ( v 4 cup ) of the Parmesan Stir 
in the flaked fish. 

Cut potatoes in half lengthwise. Arrange half the potatoes in 
a buttered iv*-quart shallow casserole (or four individual soup 
tureens) . Spoon half the sour cream mixture over potatoes in 
the casserole(s). Arrange remaining potatoes in the casser- 
oled) and top with remaining sour cream mixture.

Mix remaining Parmesan with bread crumbs and melted 
butter. Sprinkle over potato mixture in casserole. Bake at 
400°F. for about 15 minutes, until heated through. Makes 4 
servings.

If you’ve ever had those days when the ol’ kidneys seem to be working 
overtime and you’re wondering why since you’ve had hardly anything to 
drink all day. the following might be an explanation. 

A mighty large portion of what we.EAT, it seems, is mere water and here’s 
the way things boil down 

Most fruits are water-packed (and we don’t mean in cans.) Cantaloupes are 
94 percent water ; apples and blackberries 84; avocados 85, and bananas 74. 

That’s the way it goes with a lot of vegetables, too Asparagus is 93 percent 
water; lima beans 67; green beans 89; broccoli 90; cauliflower 92 and two 
really soupy ones — lettuce and cucumbers — at a whopping % percent ! And 
— would you believe that a carrot, by percentage, has more water than a shot 
of booze 9 It’s true ! That proverbial bunny food is 90 percent water while the 
water content in whiskey is only 58 percent. 

Even our family of grains is not waterproof Whole wheat bread is 37 
percent water and rye and white aren t much drier at 35 percent Pancakes 
can make for a rather “wet" breakfast being 55 percent water so for a less 
moist dish, get out the cornflakes. They’re a mere 4 percent water. Rice 
averages out at 12 percent when raw. 74 percent H-2-0 when cooked 

As for snacks, no wonder we munch them with a beer or Coke The average 
water content is only 4 percent for popcorn. 5 for peanuts and 8 for pretzels. 
And if that Hershey bar makes you thirsty, it's because chocolate is only 1 
percent water. Sugar has just a trace of the stuff but honey is 20 percent water, 
on average 

And why do we eat jelly with our peanut butter sandwiches 9 Cuz that 
all-American spread is only 2 percent w ater while jelly has that 35 percent we 
need to keep it from sticking to the roofs of our mouths 

In the dairy department, the water content for Cheddar and Roquefort 
cheese is about 37 percent while a raw egg contains 74 percent; milk 87 
percent and butter only 16 percent 

When it comes to meal, you’re consuming 13 percent water in your cooked 
bacon. 39 in smoked ham. 47 in hamburger. 54 in sirloin steak and 66 in 
broiled chicken 


Now — would you care for a glass of water with your w r ater — oops. I mean 
with your MEAL, sir? M’am? 

SOME OF THOSE THINGS 
I BETCHA DIDN’T KNOW 

For instance — didja know that a group of kangaroos is known as a troop? 

Or that nicotine was named after Jean Nicot, the French ambassador who 
first introduced tobacco to his native land 9

Wrestling a problem 
poorly handled 

Sometimes rules should be bent. A case in point was the dis- 
qualification of a young high school wrestlers at the district 
tournament held in Bedford Temperance last Saturday. — In our 
opinion he should not have been disqualified. 

Let us make it clear here that we are not challenging the 
integrity of the persons involved, but the flagrant denial of “due 
process” to any high school senior from participating in the 
tournament because of a mix-up between coach and tournament 
manager, it appears to us, was too great a penalty for the young 
man to pay. 

What had apparently occurred was Wayne Memorial Coach 
Don Haney wanted his wrestler to compete at 167 instead of 185 
since the young man had been certified in both weight classes. 
He approached the tournament manager and announced his 
plans. However, the manager replied that that would not be 
permissible for reasons that still remain unclear. 

After contacting the Michigan High School Athletic Associa- 
tion officials, who urged the tournament manager to convene a 
grievance committee, the tournament manager disappeared 
briefly from the scenario. In the meantime Haney had the 
athlete weigh in at 167. 

When the manager returned he informed Haney that he didn’t 
convene the grievance committee and, since the final decision 
was his in such matters, he would not permit the wrestler to 
compete at 167. And, since the young man had weighed in at 167, 
he is disqualified to compete in the heavier weight class as well. 

We will confess that we do not know the rules and regulations 
of high school wrestling in this state, but we do feel that this rare 
— and it is rare — occurrence could have been handled in a way 
so not to penalize the young wrestler. 

The senior will not be back next year. And three long years of 
hard work were wasted. No check that. The young man received 
valuable coaching and experience during his high school career. 
It is unfortunate however, that his prep career had to end this 
way.

Was it wrong to ask 
about scout car deal? 


In reply to the letter printed in the Associated News- 
paper, February 17 and 18. 1982,criticizing the manner 
in which I asked a member of the Van Buren Township 
Board a question , I would like your readers to hear the 
‘ other side” for a change and let them judge for them- 
selves. 

Tom Welty, treasurer and police commissioner, led 
everyone to believe the township was able to get a real 
deal— 5 police cars for ‘about” $8.000— from the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Department. This was to 
transpire because of Richard Debs ’ expertise in admi- 
nistrative duties. Remember Debs was Welty’s re- 
commendation for police commander, even after 
knowing of his arrest record as reported in the Detroit 
News. 

When Tom Welty was questioned by myself and 
another citizen as to WHY the invoice billed was for 
$19,000 plus, and neither the invoice nor the purchase 
order read “negotiable” as Welty had stated. Welty’s 
only comment on these questions were ”it is negoti- 
able.” A few days later Welty went to the paper with 
the story that because of the people questioning this 
“deal,” the negotiations were cancelled and the 
township would have to pay full price. 

My question that was criticized as being “ill- 
mannered” at the last board meeting was, 4 “Tom Wel- 
ty, since I was one of the people accused by you in a 
newspaper article , I would like you to explain in public 
how I could have been the cause of squelching the deal 
/ 


with the Sheriffs Department, if the purchase was 
above board?” Welty’s answer was “no comment.” 

When Welty was asked a question at an earlier board 
meeting about the amount of salaries paid out that 
month to the police department, his answer as 
treasurer and police commissioner, was “I don’t 
know.” 

Because of Welty’s attitude or inability to answer 
questions at the meetings, and because of his recom- 
mendations to appoint Debs as police commander, I 
asked Welty to step down from his appointment as 
police commissioner I still ask Welty to do this. 

One citizen is being sued for asking questions at a 
board meeting, another citizen has been threatened of 
being sued for heading a recall committee, and now I 
am accused of being “repulsive” for asking some 
questions. It will be a sad day in our community, if the 
citizens feel they cannot ask questions of their public 
officials. 

Now your readers can decide for themselves, 
whether these questions should have been asked 
However, I will continue to question the board 
whenever I feel it necessary. But remember, my ques- 
tions or criticisms are asked at a public meeting 
where these people have the opportunity to answer or 
defend themselves. I did not receive the same 
courtesy.

cases’

Cars can kill as most of us realize 
and the fumes from the exhaust sys- 
tems of gasoline-burning vehicles 
can be equally deadly. 

That grim reminder was again 
made evident last week as carbon 
monoxide poisoning claimed the life 
of a veteran and admired police chief 
and has placed two young persons on 
the critical list at the hospital. 

It is difficult to comment on such 
tragedies because they are so close 
to home. 

But, sometimes it’s best to forget 
the textbook and remind readers that 
to sit in a gasoline-burning vehicle 
while the engine is running in an en- 
closed structure is like sentencing 
yourself and anyone with you to the 
gas chamber. 

Although, as author John Irving’s 
Garp would say in the novel by the 
same name, “that we are all termin- 
al cases”, there are cautions that can 
be taken to avert early departures. 

Because each of us are not an is- 
land onto ourselves, what happens to 
us is, indeed, important in the lives of 
many. Life is sweet. It is filled with 
danger — it has its ups and downs — 
but the profoundness of sharing each 
day with another human being has no 
equal, we believe, to any other rela- 
tionships created on this earth. 

In a precarious world, man’s life 
seems to be in jeopardy wherever he 
turns. 

It is difficult not to be bitter when 
death strikes, even when we are pre- 
pared for it. 

But when a life is taken accidental- 
ly, those of us who survive wonder 
“Why?” The vacuum is forced upon 
us when we are least prepared ; our 
emotions rebel and we wonder if 
there were any way that the death 
could have been prevented. 

We can not stop death, but we can 
proect our loved ones by teaching 
and stressing the many dangers that 
can be potentially fatal.

broken with the Dillon rule in all mat- 
ters unrelated to money. Others that 
previously addressed local govern- 
ment affairs piecemeal are rewirting 
the laws in more orderly ways. Since 
1970, state laws have been revised in 
Arkansas. California, Iowa, New 
Jersey. New York, Oklahoma. 
Louisianna, Colorado and Virginia 
Some statutes are being revised in 
Indiana. Georgia and Kentucky 

Unfortunately, home rule powers 
are not always interpreted as writ- 
ten As Edward E Ferguson, a rep- 
resentative of Indiana county offi- 
cials. explains, home rule has ben on 
the books since 1970 State officials 
discouraged its use. “If you wanted 
to create a data processing depart- 
ment in county government, you had 
to go to the General Asembly for per- 
mission — and then they told you the 
kind of personnel you had to hire. 
Changes in the law during 1981 made 
crystal clear that local governments 
have broad home rule powers,” he 
says 

Similarly. Iowa voters reversed 


the Dillon rule in 1978, permitting 
home rule in all areas save taxation. 
The move came only after several 
telling incidents. One concerned a 
county infested with wild dogs. 
Animal control was not an ordained 
function. Another issue particularly 
irksome to some citizens: cities 
could regulate massage parlors, 
counties couldn’t. The ACIR study 
found this typical of most states. As 
Zimmerman had said. “Counties na- 
tion-wide have been granted fewer 
powers than cities relating to all four 
types of authority.” 

Urban counties, more than cities, 
must be given additional powers en- 
dowing them with the option of pro- 
viding services on a regional basis 
There is little doubt that the squeeze 
between expenditures and revenue 
has shifted responsibilities from 
municipalities to urban counties, and 
that counties must have flexibility to 
administer such programs effi- 
ciently. 

ADVANTAGES 

The ACIR supports liberal home 


rule. In urging greater local auton- 
omy, ACIR suggests: 

•Local governments, being closest 
to the citizens, are more knowledge- 
able about local affairs, and can re- 
spond more quickly. 

•Diversity among local govern- 
ments requires flexibility. 

•Local discretion allows legisla- 
tures to concentrate on state-wide 
problems. The study found local 
officials are hesitant to use the pow- 
ers they have. Even the power to 
draft or change local charters is not 
often used. 

In Utah last year the state Sup- 
reme Court struck down the Dillon 
rule, having decided that counties 
can enforce campaign laws, a power 
not granted them by the state. Coun- 
ty officials, however, are not sure the 
case invites them to assume other 
broad based powers 

In Iowa, county engineers question 
their right to prohibit burning brush 
in drainage ditches. The local custom 
creates a hazard on couty right-of- 
way. Some counties, therefore, are 


considering a special state law to add 
clout to ordinance Essentially, they 
want to pass political responsibility 
on to the state. 

Similarly, the town of Framing- 
ham, Mass., annually submits a bill 
to the state legislature to create the 
position of its executive secretary. 
When asked why, officials say they 
believe the procedure adds prestige 
to the office. 

Zimmerman sees ambivalence to- 
ward local autonomy as a “healthy 
recognition that certain local prob- 
lems are beyond local solution,” and 
require superior resources of the 
state. Wild dogs and brush fires are 
certainly not among them. 

Home rule is not easily won, but it 
is easy to lose: The West Virginia 
Supreme Court invalidated most loc- 
al government authority in 1979 and 
limited cities to selecting one of four 
forms of government In Oklahoma, 
where many local officials have beer 
charged with graft, the state will 
probably curtail much of the citizens’ 
right to determine their own affairs.

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Raitt proves a surprise talent 


BONNIE RAITT 
“Green Lights” 

(Warner Bros.) 

Bonnie Raitt has always been a sort of enig- 
ma to me ; though she sounded pleasant enough 
whenever I happened to catch a song of her’s 
on the radio, I was dumbfounded as to why 
some folks raved about her year in and year 
out, as if she was the unadorned queen of rock. 

“Green Lights” is, admittedly, the first 
Raitt album I’ve listened to, and that’s only 
due to the presence of two NRBQ songs, who 
I’ve been raving about just as the others do 
about Bonnie. 

Anyway, as you’ve probably guessed by 
now, I was surprised. She’s good. The album's 
good . She even pulls off a great cover verison of 
the Equals big 60’s hit, “Baby Come Back,” 
with relative ease, not a simple feat consider- 
ing that a white woman singing reggae could

stretch the credibility line a bit. but Raitt does 
it standing up. 

Ex-Rod Stewart mate Ian McLagen now 
counts himself a member of ‘Bonnie and the 
Bump Band,”as does ex-Beach Boy Ricky 
Fataar. They’re a hot band all right, and sur- 
prisingly enough, the hoard of “guest stars” 
that normally populate Raitt’s LP’s are absent 
(except for some back-up vocals by friend and 
fellow MUSE worker Jackson Browne), and 
not even missed in the least. In the place of 
studio perfectionists making nice, clean, 
“sterile” rock, is a real live tear ’em up band 
guaranteed to get your feet a tappin' and your 
ears perked up. 

The two NRBQ songs are naturals for Bon- 
nie, especially “Me And The Boys,” which 
understates her position with the band and is a 
good slice of life on the road: 

“Me and my buddies just like to go 
We ll have fun everybody knows 
We don’t fuss and we don’t gripe 
We just groove takin’ in the sights” 

Other highlights include the rave-up “Willy 
Wontcha,” which was penned by the Bump 
Band’s excellent lead guitarist Johnny Lee 
Schell, Erik Kaz’s “River of Tears,” and 
“Keep This Heart In Mind,” which is the 
album’s opening cut. Even the Dylan cut, 
“Let’s Keep It Between Us,” has soul in Bon- 
nie’s hands. 

While it isn’t an album destined to make Bon- 
nie Raitt a mega-star, there’s little doubt that 
her legion of fans will love it. Also, as I can 
personally attest to, with a little exposure 
“Green Lights ’ ’ is certainly good enough to win 
her some new fans.

“The Border” is 
guilty of exaggeration 
— but in this film, 
there’s little here 
worthy of exagger- 
ating. 

As an understated 
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film drawn from to- 
day’s headlines, this 
might have been a 
newsworthy attempt, 
but this “Border" ex- 
alts itself when it 
should be humble. 

The problem of hun- 
dreds of Mexicans 
sneaking across the 
border into the United 


States everyday is a 
difficult one with 
which to grapple. 

Many businesses 
rely on these illegal 
aliens to do work that 
no one else is willing to 
do. Other businesses 
merely exploit the 
workers in sweat- 
shops. 


In this film, Jack 
Nicholson is an im- 
migration official who 
is persuaded by his 
wife (Valerie Perrine) 
to buy a cute little 
townhouse in El Paso 
when he gets a job as a 
border guard. 

To his eyes, the Mex- 
icans are merely seek- 
ing a better way of life . 
But to many of his cor- 
rupt fellow border 
guards, they are just 
trying to make an easy 
buck. 

With the possible ex- 
ception of Nicholson, 


every other character 
in this film becomes a 
caricature of excess. 
The villains, such as 
Warren Oates and 
Harvy Keitel, are 
cold, unfeeling de- 
spots, who don’t mind 
at all committing a 
murder or two to keep 
the Mexican black 
market lucrative. 

The same is true of 
the women in the film. 
As director Tony 
Richardson cuts back 
and forth between the 
Mexican lifestyle and 
the border guards’ 


homes, these women 
are stereotypical de- 
cadent materialists. 

The house has a 
swimming pool and 
water bed, and the 
wives go to the beauty 
parlor three times a 
week. 

That point is made 
early, and then too 
often. 

Heavy-handed , 
overstated and hyper- 
bolic, “The Border,” 
uses an abundance of 
style to cover a lack of 
substance.

i Here’s the tragic irony 
Of Whose Life Is It. Any- 
MtoY?-” — the audience 
spends most of the movie 
Roping the hero will die. 

- He’s witty, charming, 
a talented artist, and an 
all-around fine human 
being, but he just wants 
So stop living. You see, in 
bis mind his life is 
already over. 

He is paralyzed from 
the neck down, a quadri- 
plegic imprisoned by a 
hospital bed. his life per- 
petuated by life- 
jreserving machines.

“Whose Life Is It. Any- 
way?” is one of the most 
involving, straight-to- 
the-gut movies of the 
year.

Richard Dreyfuss 
stars as a successful 
young sculptor who has a 
horrendous car accident. 
He is left a paralytic in- 
valid. unable to do little 
else but lie there. 

His career as a sculp- 
tor is over, and without 
that , he feels that the pro- 
longing of this kind of life 
is useless and even pain- 
ful. He starts legal action 
to ask that he be taken off 
life-sustaining devices. 
He wants to commit slow 
suicide 


Dreyfuss has done 
some fine work in the 
past, but this is his best 
work to date in a role that 
makes good actors great. 
Even though for most of 


the picture he only moves 
his head, Richard cre- 
ates a character who can 
produce that rarest of 
emotions — someone who 
can make you laugh and 
cry at the same time. 

Opposing him is his 
doctor, played with stern 
authority by John Cas- 
savettes. Their verbal 
battles are superbly writ- 
ten as two formidible 
opponents square off on 
the issue of life and 
death. 

Coming from the 
Broadway play of the 
same name, director 
John Badham has done a 
superb job of ‘ opening 
up” the play to the unres- 
trictive format of film, 
and was also careful not 
to push a point or maw- 
kishly pull at sentiment 

His camera, like the 
audience, is a detached 
but very careful obser- 
ver. Coming from the 
man who directed 
“Saturday Night Fever” 
snows mat badham is a 
director of versatility 
and much talent.

It’s not exactly your typical 
neighborhood bar. But yet it’s not a 
lounge either. Nor a restaurant. 

“Were a little bit of everything,’’ 
explained Michael Scott, manager 
of the new Malarkey’s Pub at 7020 
Wayne Road in Westland. “Tell ev- 
erybody to come in and see for 
themselves what we’re all about.” 

And this Saturday would be a 
good time to do just that as Malar- 
key’s Pub hosts its grand opening 
celebration starting at 8 p.m. The 
evening will feature dancing, va- 
rious drink specials, caricatures of 
patrons and information on the up- 
coming St. Patrick s Day party. 

Catering to a 25 to 55-year-old 
crowd, this newly redecorated pub 
is equipped for all occasions with a 
20-seat bar area, dance floor and 
stereo jukebox, four computer 
video games, a six-foot television 
screen and a seating capacity of 
160. 

And let’s not forget the specialties 
of the house — a one liter ( 34 ounces ) 
mug of beer for $2 ($2.50 after 7 
p.m . ) and a half-pound chopped sir- 
loin for $1 .60. A Happy Hour special 
on all non-call drinks occurs daily 
from 4:30-6:30 p.m. 

Combine such features with an 
annual calendar of some 22 events, 


ranging from a road rally to a Tiger 
baseball outing, and Malarkey’s 
Pub aims for a broad base of 
appeal. 

For diversified fun and games 
are just what owners Steve Kasapis 
and Jerry Carlan have ordered. 
Their business experience blends 
well for such a venture as Malar- 
key’s Pub. 

Kasapis, a veteran of 38 years in 
the restaurant business, knows the 
value of quality food to an establish- 
ment. His ownership of 17 Ram's 
Horn Restaurants attests to his 
proven track record. 

Carlan, on the other hand, grew 
up in the bar business and is versed 
in areas dealing with pricing and 
providing a fun atmosphere. 

“It’s been a long time coming for 
a nice pub in Westland,” remarked 
Kasapis last week. “We want peo- 
ple to have someplace nice to go to 
have a beer and relax.” 

Refreshments include five draft 
beers, various bottle beer, draft 
wine on tap for $1 ($1.25 after 7 
p.m.) and a small but appetizing 
menu.

aged such hot spots as Uncle Sam’s, 
Student Body and Magoo’s. 

“Anybody 25 and up can come 
here and meet a nice crowd of peo- 
ple,” said Scott, originally from 
Buffalo. “It’s the kind of place you 
can bring a date and dance and sit in 
one of our privacy booths. 

“Or you can come in to see a 
sporting event on the large screen 
and play one of the games,’’ he 
added. “On St. Patrick's day we re 
planning to bring in a live band to 
entertain.” 

Malarkey’s is open from 11 a m. 
to 2 a m. Mondays thru Saturdays 
and from 2 p.m. to 2 a m. on Sun- 
days. Thursday night is ladies’ 
night and proper attire is required 
at all times. 

“To be successful in this business 
you need three things: cleanliness,

However, a 
few minutes later the Bedford AD 
returned and said he wasn t going to 
take it to the grievance committee, 
and made the decision that Nesbitt 
would not wrestle at 167.

Wayne puts on 
sad cage show 


Just when Coach Dan Vasiloff 
thought his cagers had finally put 
the pieces together, Bentley and 
Wyandotte step in and shatter the 
image. 

Wyandotte jolted Wayne 63-49 in a 
Great Lakes 8 Conference contest , a 
few days after out-of-league foe 
Livonia Bentley stunned the local 
quintet, 63-49.
